The  RC.A-F.  players  are  professional 
airmen  but  their  bona  fides  as  amateur  sports- 
men is  a matter  beyond  dispute  A service 
team  is  at  a disadvantage  through  limitation 
of  numbers  from  which  to  duw.  but  the 
Canadian  entry  may  be  cKpecteef  to  put  forth 
every  effort  when  they  step  on  to  the  ice. 
If  their  hockey  skill  is  perhaps  not  the  best 
of  ils  kind  in  Canada,  other  qualities  of 
teamwork  and  loyalty  should  stand  these 
airmen  hockey  players  in  good  stead.  I'his 
Dominion  can  count  on  being  w’ell  and  hon- 
estly represented  in  the  hockey  phase  of  the 
Olympic  Games  program.

Failure  to  secure  aciion  on  amalgkmaiion 
is  bringing  Greater  Victoria  problems  to  tlie 
front  in  a piecemeal  fashion,  and  rendering 
them  considerably  harder  of  solution.

It  is  a similar  position  with 
the  control  and  distribution  of  water  in  the 
Greater  Victoria  a^ea  I verybody  knows  it 
IS  a joint  problem,  yet  for  years  Victoria 
City  has  been  left  to  worry  about  it  alone. 
If  a Greater  Victoria  Water  Board  is  recom- 
mended in  the  current  survey  under  pro- 
vincial auspices  that  would  be  a sensible  plan, 
but  the  City's  interest  in  that  will  have  to 
be  clearly  borne  in  mind. 

It  was  the  C ity  of  Victoria  which -bought 
and  paid  for  all  of  the  watershed  that  is  now 
used  for  collection  and  storage  purposes  m 
the  bulk  of  the  Careatcr  Victoria  area.  To  the 
City's  own  plant  was  added  the  privately- 
developed  hsquitnalt  Waterworks  project, 
merging  Coldstream  and  Sooke  Lake  sys- 
term.  F!k  Lake  was  once  in  the  City's 
system,  but  was  later  abandoned.  A very 
considerable  acreag^  of  timbered  and  other 
lands  was  acquired  by  City  ratepayers 
through  the  years  without  help,  protecting 
the  merged  system  and  extending  it  wherever 
possible.  Into  that  endeavor  has  gone  a good 
many  millions  of  dollars. 

'Lhe  creation  of  a joint  water  board,  while 
an  obvious  remedy  fot  the  current  factors 
of  rapid  growth  and  development,  should  not 
be  taken  to  imply  that  the  City  of  Victoria 
will  hand  over  Us  assets  in  waterworks  with- 
out reasonable  recompense  and  reasonable  as- 
surance (har  it  will  receive  its  jost  share  of 
the  development  decided  upon  in  the  future. 
I hat  will  come,  in  the  end.  to  the  question 
of  who  1*8  to  pay  for  what.  When  that  time 
comes  the  need  for  unity  and  co-operation 
will  be  uppermost.  It  cannot  be  all  give  and 
no  take  when  it  comes  lo  a disposal  of  this 
City's  assets,  especially  where  those  are  to  be 
shared  for  the  common  gocxl.  By  ccuitrast. 
the  Ciry  of  Vancouver  had  a considerable 
part  of  Its  watershed  provided  for  it  through 
provincial  action.  'This  City  bought  its 
own.
